at the close of the eighteenth century 
they had become established 
by suc- 
cessive acts of parliament 
and were 
considered 
by chancellors 
of the 
ex- 
chequer as perfectly legitimate means 
of increasing the revenue. 
Indeed, at 
the tfme they were abolished lotteries 
were contributing 
to the state a sum 
amounting 
to 
300,000 
per 
annum. 
But it was felt that the government 
should no longer participate in an un- 
dertaking which had such a demoraliz- 
ing effect on the people, for this legal- 
ized gambling impoverished many and 
diverted attention from the less excit- 
ing pursuit of making an honest 
liv- 
ing.
